In eve- 
ry Tarbith there is a Neſheck, adnoth in every 
Ulury. 

- Bur ſuppoſe the Borrower ſometimes in re- 
ſpc& of the event, or by accident, be not fo 
bitten, or damnified : yerthe Common-rwealth, 
andeſpecially the Communalty pay for it. Our 
Divines expreſle the Point thus : 

Tf money be'lent to ſpend upon neceſlaries, 
there is no queſtion made, but the Borrower 
is ſore bitten in paying Swing when he hath 
ſpent the principall : If itbe lent to lay out for 
eine, then muſt the Borrower firſt. be ſure of 
ſo much. cleare gaine, as will pay the uſe; 
which is a reaſonable gaineof it ſelfe: For the 
Ulurers of nine, or teninthe hundred doe live 
richly of thataccurſed trade: yea many honeſt 
Tradeſmen, will confefle, that if they could 
with their owne free ſtock, raiſe the like gaine, 
one time with an other, that the Uſurer doth 
with his money ; and with thelike ſecurity of | 
the principall,they would think,they had made 
a very good market, notwithſtanding all their 
carc,and travell. This reaſonable gaine then, 
muſt 
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muſt firſt bee raiſed by the Borrower, to pay 
the Ulurer ; and over and above, He muſt ex- 
ccedthis reaſonable gaine, to maintaine Him- 
ſclfe, and His Servants, becauſe this gaine is 


noneof His. If He doe not exceed then, and 


that in ſome proportion, Hee hath loſt His la- 
bour, and ſhall fecle Himſelfe ſore bitten. 
And if the Botrower doe exceed the Uſurers 
gaine, to maintaine Himſelfe ;'I demand then 
who paicth this excefſive gaineover and above 
that reaſonable gaine, of ten in the Hundred ? 
Who but the Common-weale No: ſo, faith 
the. Ulurer ; For the Borrower muſt ſell, as the 
Market gocth. It is very true. "Therefore, ſay 
I, If He and His fellowes be not ableto raiſe the 
Market, to their owne price, they ſhall bee 
loofers: It they can inhaunce it, : (as they ma 

the more cafily, becauſe the number of ſuc 


Borrowers is great, and becauſe the reſt defi-. 


ring to ſell as deare as they can, will moſt 
willingly joyne with them) then the Com- 
mon-weale muft needs beare the burthen, and 


eſpecially the poorer ſort, who buying all by 


pecce-meale, at the laſt hand, muſt bee ſore 
bitten;though they know not by whom. 

It'is incredible, to conſider how great the bi-
